Senator G rove L. Johnson ha9 succeeded 
in getting th e Branch Prison bill favorably 
reported from th e com m ittee, and we hope 
th a t it will be adopted w ithout opposition. 
I t appropriates $40,000 for the com pletion 
of the B ranch Prison. 
W hether th a t in­ 
stitu tio n is destined to be successful or not, 
th e Stato is so far com m itted to th e ex­ 
perim ent th at it would be productive of 
inore loss to abandon it now than to finish 
i t. 
U pw ards of §300,000 have been ex. 
pended upon the building, and th e sum now 
required to p u t it in w o rk irg order is com­ 
paratively a small one. 
I t is necessary 
to expend th is sum in order to test fairly 
th e plan of em ploying th e convicts in 
■cutting stone. 
T his is th e proxim ate end 
o f 
th e 
B ranch 
Prison 
project, 
and 
i t is 
evident th a t until 
it has 
been 
trie d no one can say w hether it will 
prove practicable or not. 
I t m ust be re­ 
m em bered also th a t th e need of a B ranch 
Prison is a real and urgent one. 
I t m ay 
be th a t tlie Folsom site is not the best for 
such ail institution, b u t th e B ranch Prison 
is there, and there is no B ranch Prison 
anyw here else, and to build a B ranch 
Prison anyw here else w ould require th e 
expenditure of a9 m uch money as has al­ 
ready been p u t upon th e Folsom building. 
T he State cannot do w ithout m ore ac­ 
com m odation 
for convicts, and it m nst 
therefore clvoose betw een utilizing th is al­ 
m ost com pleted prison, or building another 
elsew here. 
B etw een these courses a choice 
m ust be m ade, because it is not practicable 
to refrain from action altogether, seeing 
th a t San Q uentin is and lias long been 
overcrow ded, and th a t this evil m ust be­ 
com e worse continually. 
The reasons for 
com pleting tbe Folsom Brancli Prison arc 
consequently so strong th a t we do n ot see 
how they can be overcome, and they are 
m oreover quito independent of any con­ 
clusions regarding th e wisdom of placing 
th e B ranch Prison w here it is. 
T he Legis­ 
la tu re finds it there, and cannot alter th a t 
fact. 
I t finds also th a t a sm all sum will 
m ake it habitable, and th a t if this sm all 
sum is w ithheld it will involve the waste 
and loss of §300,0C0, and th e continued 
overcrow ding of San Q uentin. 
U nder the 
circum stances we do not sec th a t there can 
be any hesitation as to th e course to be 
pursued.

COMPANIES. 


The election to-m orrow w ill^be a very 
serious m atter for San Francisco. 
H ad 
th e D em ocratic C ounty C om m ittee ^not 
been controlled by th e w orst kind of

AFFAIRS. 


T here are eight local insurance companies 
iu San Francisco. 
Of these one has a paid 
u p capital of $750,000, three have paid up 
capitals of §300,000, and four have paid up 
capitals of $'200,000 each. 
T here are con­ 
sequently four 
local 
companies which 
w ould m eet th e requirem ents of Senate 
B ill No. 183, and no more. 
I t is for the 
special aud particular benefit of these four 
com panies, then, th a t this m easure has 
been introduced. 
I t is n o t certainly de­ 
m anded in the interest of the other local 
companies. 
I t is not certainly dem anded 
in the iu tsrest of the public. 
I t does not 
render insurance one w hit Bafer for th e in ­ 
surer. 
On th e contrary, by driving some 
fifty companies o ut of business, it increases 
th e danger of loss to insnrers by dim inish­ 
ing 
th e aggregate of 
cajtital available 
to 
cover 
risks. 
Supposing 
th a t 
the 
fifty 
companies 
it 
is 
promise-1 
to 
drive out of 
business represented alto ­ 
gether not more than $10,000,000. 
In 
fact th ey represent m uch more, b u t we 
tak e this figure m erely for illustration. 
I t 
is proposed to redistribute all th e risks 
th ey carried am ong four local companies 
whose united capital aggregates $1,650,000, 
an d who are already carrying far more 
rieks than th eir capital justifies. 
W h at 
such an arrangem ent involves m ust be ob­ 
vious to th e m eanest comprehension. 
I t 
involves an enorm ous dilution of th e ca­ 
pacity of those fiu r local com panies to m eet 
th eir engagem ents, and a correspondingly 
enormous increase of th e hazards w hich 
th eir policy-holders are subjected to. 
I t is 
as if a man doing a business of fifty m illions 
on a capital of a m illion and /i half, 
w ere to propose, for th e benefit of his 
creditors, to increase his business ten ­ 
fold, 
and 
a t 
th e 
sam e 
tim e 
reduce 
bis assets iu tne same proportion. 
T h at is 
th e m odest proposition th e local com panies 
nave m ade to th e Legislature of California. 
T h a t is the kind of “ reform ” th ey have 
devised for th e alleged benefit of the pub- 
lie. T he more we examine this scheme the 
m ore we are compelled to m arvel a t th e 
m agnitude of th e audacity w hich inspired 
it, and th e profoundness of the tru s t in 
public and legislative gullibility w hich 
caused it to be regarded as a hopeful and 
practicable transaction. 
F or ita own repu­ 
ta tio n ’s sake, how ever, we tru s t th a t the 
A ssem bly will not accept tb is greedy d raft 
on its credulity, b u t will allow it to be dis­ 
honored by consigning th e bill to th e lim bo 
of futile iniquitous legislation. 


T he defeat of Freud is of course to be 
greatly desired also, for his repudiation 
would signify a rebuke not alone to K earney - 
ism bu t to those unscnpulous and recreant 
D em ocrats who have been m aking alliances 
w ith th e S andlotters for the single base 
purpose of furthering th eir selfish partisan 
aims.

SACRAMENTO 
SALMON. 


The continuance of an abundant supply of 
salmon in our rivers has bo great an interest 
to the public and also to the fishermen who 
take them, th at everything relating to the 
habits of thiB fish, to the efforts made for its 
perpetuation, and to all causes of danger that 
m ight result in its extinction or in lessening 
the^normal quantity is of importahce. State 
nients have been industriously circulated 
among the fishermen of the Sacramento to the 
effect th at the U nited States Government, at 
its Bahnon-hatchingestablishment on the Mc­ 
Cloud river, kept in continuous operation a 
dam across the stream which prevented the 
gravid fish from reaching their spawning 
beds. 
As the McCloud contains the most 
extensive spawning grounds of all the rivers 
in the State, if these statem ents were true, 
the Government, while professing to be aid­ 
ing in increasing the num ber of fish, would 
in fact be eDgaged in a work for their speedy 
and certain extinction. 
The following corre­ 
spondence has been sent to the lilcollD- 
Ú nion for publication, with the hope of cor­ 
recting these false statem ents: 
Rio Vista (Solano co.), February 26, 18S0. 
Professor Spencer F. Baird, United States Com­ 
missioner Fish and Fisheries—Dear S ir: 
In the 
interest of a considerable body of people who reside 
at and in the immediate vicinity of the chief salmon 
fisheries of this State, and who aro dec ply interested 
in the perpetuation of the salmon st<K.k in our rivers 
unimpaired, I beg leave to suhm t the following: 
It is understood that near the mouth of the Mc­ 
Cloud river—at the fish-hatchery maintained by tbe 
United States, and approved under the auspices of 
the Fishery Commissioners of this State—a dam 
constructed by the agent oí the United States ;has 
been and still is in existence that prevents the 
passa^ of any adult salmon other than the smaller 
sal monoid of our waters : that the salmon of com­ 
merce (quiimat) is wholly shut out from its favor.te 
spawnim' grounds that extend more than forty miles 
above this dam ; that although this dam furnishes 
the easiest means of capturing so many salmon as the 
hatchery may need, nevertheless the method is faulty 
and vastly destructive to the iish —in this that great 
numbers not so needed arc arrested and destroyed by 
delay and in their efforts to force ursurmount the 
obstruction. The McCloud is iu a thinly-settled 
locality, not conveniently accesible to us, and as no 
information has reached us through the report of 
the .state Commissioners or other official source, on 
this matter, we respectfully inquire if such a dain 
is in existence. 
We know there tr«.* euch a dam, 
and fear that it still remains ; and, if bo, desire to 
protest a. vinst it in the most decided terms.

Ciiarlfhtowx (S. H.), March 11, 1880. f 
Professor Spencer F. Baird, United States Com­ 
missioner Fish and Fisheries—Dear Sir : In reply to 
the contents of the inclosed letter, dated Uio Vista, 
Cal., February 20,1S80, and Mgntd bjr Samuel N. 
Norton, Secretary of the Salmon Fishermen’s Asso­ 
ciation of San Francisco, permit me to say that there 
is no dam or other obstruction to the salmon across 
the McCloud river, nor has there been sinco the lat­ 
ter part of September of last year ; that the agent 
of the United States has never had a dam across the 
river except between the middle of July and the 
middle of September of any year ; that the great 
body of spawning salmon have ascended the river 
and sought their spawning ground before the dam 
of the United States agent is placed iu the river ; 
that the comparatively few salmon which 
arc 
checked in their course by the dam are nearly all 
caught, and tbeir spawn saved and artificially 
hatched; that every year two million young 
salmon 
are 
returned 
to 
the 
t.ibutaries of 
the Sacramento river; that this number is proba­ 
bly fifty times ax g. eat as the number of young fi.-h 
that would lu produced naturally by the sahnon 
themselves that are stopped by tho dam, and twice 
as gieat as the number that would be produced by- 
all the parent salmon in tho river, supposing that 
none were stopped by any obstruction ; that the re­ 
sult of this method of securing the parent salmon 
by the obstruction employed is not only not de­ 
structive, but is vastly beneficial to the ft' h iu the 
river, since it is the means by which such a great 
quantity of young salmon can be aunually returned 
to the river : lhat, finally, tho prime aud sole ob­ 
ject of the United States station on the McCloud 
river is to increase and multiply salmon aiul not to 
diminish them, aud any course of action that tends 
to roduce the numbers of the salmon would not be 
tolerated a moment.

Location o f Iflneral Claim s. 
[Special to the Record-Usion.] 
W ash in g to n , M arch 28tb.—The Pacific 
coast Senators, Representatives and D ele­ 
gates were in receipt of numerous letters 
from their constituents interested iu mining, 
making inquiries as to the probabilities of 
favorable, action 
by Congress upon the 
recommendations of the Public Lands Com­ 
mission, and almost uniformly protesting 
against those features of the Commission’s 
bill which provide for doing away witli the 
present system of ledge location. 
I t seems 
to be practically certain, in view of the great 
pressure of other business and the magnitude 
of the questions involved in a number of the 
Commission’s propositions for radical changes 
in the land laws, th at no final action will be 
taken on their bill, either in the House or 
Senate, during the present session of Con­ 
gress. 
The representatives of the Pacific 
slope’ interests will endeavor, before the sub­ 
ject passes beyond control of the House M in­ 
ing Committee, to devise some satisfactory 
provision by which the Biirface location of 
mineral claims shall be made dependent upon 
the pitch of the vein, and thus protect as 
equally as may be the rights of locators of 
blanket ledges, such as are found in Colorado, 
and those of owners of 
a lode like 
the 
Comstock, characteristic of all mineral veins 
in California and Nevada and most of the 
Territories. 
A .laige m ajority of the House 
Mining Committee thus far have manifested 
a disposition to consider the interests of the 
Colorado mine owners as param ount to those 
of all other sections. 
The committee, how­ 
ever, unanimously agreed to take issue with 
the Public Land Commissioner’s proposition

to the Denver aud Rio Grande Railway Com­ 
pany ; also turning over the entire line, 
which has been in dispute with the Atchison, 
Topeka and Sant» Fe Company for the la^t 
two years between Canyon City and Lead- 
ville, to the Denver and Rio Graiule Com­ 
pany, and dismissing all the suits.

Thomas Riley, a blacksmith, was also found 
badly burned about the face and hands, and 
at a late hour this morning was in a [ire- 
carious condition. 
W illiam Carian, the pro­ 
prietor, and a 
man named Collins were 
severely but not dangerously burned about 
the face and hands.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Swimming B a th s.—The Coles Brothers, of 
the Sacramento Ice Company, propose to 
establish swimming baths at their ice fac­ 
tory, near Tenth and K streets. The water 
will be supplied from an artesian well on the 
premises, which is 110 feet deep and contains 
the clearest of water, the temperature of 
which when it leaves the well being 02*. The 
water while being used as a circulating me­ 
dium in the manufacture of ice is heated to a 
temperature of 78' aüd then passes out into 
baths, going over an apron composed of cyl­ 
inders into which steam will be exhausted. 
By this process the temperature of the water 
may be raised to 80° or 00’, or even a greater 
temperature. 
The 
tank 
will 
be 100 
•feet in length and 21 feet wide, and from 3 
to 6 feet in depth. Aling each side of the 
tank will be arranged bathing tuba and dress­ 
ing rooms, in which the use of soap will be 
permitted, but the water from them does not 
enter the swimming baths. The water is 
kept pure by the stream flowing in from the 
well Rnd out through pipes into a sewer. The 
building, which is to be of brick, will have a 
glass roof, to admit sufficient light, and at 
night will be well lighted with gas. The 
Coles Bros, are circulating subscription lists, 
the amounts subscribed to be paid for in tick­ 
ets, and receive abundant encouragement, a 
number of persons having each subscribed for 
$50 worth. 
The baths are to be built at 
once, and their erection will be immediately 
commenced.

THE FIELD. 


HOW A CALIFORNIA COURSING MATCH 
IS CONDUCTED. 


A Capital Day’s Coursing by the Capital 
Coursing Club—Yesterday’s Racing. 


The Capital Coursing Club held its State 
spring meeting yesterday on Miller’s and on 
Whitcombs ranches, on the lower Stockton 
road, some twelve miles from the city. The 
heavy rain of the night previous made it 
very doubtful whether or not the matches 
could be run. W ith the advent of morning, 
however, though the wind was raw and the 
sky very threatening, the best judgment was 
that there would be no rain, and the Club 
made a start for the grounds. The “ meet ” 
was fixed for 9 a. M., but the night’s storm 
had made the roads heavy, and though early 
gray dawn was the rule with those who re­ 
solved to go, it was impossible for a complete 
“ assembly ” to be made before 10 A. M-, at 
which hour, despite the lowering clouds, 
there had gathered some three hundred l>er- 
sons in uot les3 than one hundred and fifty 
vehicles, from a barouche to a two-wheeled 
go-cart. 
At this time the sun came out 
warm and bright, the storm clouds were 
dispelled, the chilly wind was tempered to a 
soft bretw», and nature smiled upon the scene. 
The fields, four in number, and embracing 
about 4,000 acres, «’ere in admirable condi­ 
tion, with a fresh strong turf and a level 
surface, permitting driving in any part of 
the grounds with perfect ease. 
The start 
was made at the northeasterly corner of 
Miller’s field, directly upon the Stockton 
road. I t may here prove of interest to those 
not well informed as to the methods of cours­ 
ing, to state that the hounds are matched by 
lot, the names on ballots being drawn from a 
hat, and each conple drawn are considered 
“ pitted.” On the field, the two dogs are 
placed in the “ slips.” The “ slips" consist 
of tw o collars connected by a catch attached 
to a hollow leathern strap, through which 
ru:ia a cord, the pulling of which releases the- 
catch, and drops the collars from the necks of 
the hounds. 
The person holding the “ pair” 
is called the “ Slipper.” All being ready, he 
moves forward slowly over the field ; behind 
him ride the stewards of the field, and on 
either side of him, or near by, the judges. 
Behind the stewards come the spectators, 
who must keep at least 50 feet to the 
rear, and 
must 
move 
in as compact 
a body, and in 
as orderly lines as is 
possible. 
As 
the 
advancing 
column 
moves on in silence, the looker-on must be 
more than passive who does not feel a thrill 
of expectancy. 
“ Where will the hare start 
up? Will he he in front? Will he spring 
from a patch of furze on the left? Will he 
dash from a hillock shelter on the right?” 
Gradually the line lengthens out as each one 
seeks a ¡xisition in front; the stewards press 
the flanks back and remonstrate in under­ 
tones w ith the too anxious ones. 
The slipper 
turns his eyes front, right, left, everywhere. 
On goes the column, and one cannot repress 
the feeling of anxiety, strive as he may. The 
dogs leading and tugging at the leash, their 
ears up, their lithe forms ready for the bound, 
the slipper with his hand on the cord, the 
judges ready to dash spurs into their horses’ 
sides, the stewards pressing the crowd back 
with commanding gestures, a hundred and 
fifty horses and buggies and three hundred 
men and 
women pressing forward and 
conversing in low, eager tones—all go to 
make up a scene which is full of interest. 
Suddenly there is a cry, “ There she goes!” 
A hare bounds up scarce sixty feet to the 
front and nearly twice that distance to the 
right. The Blipper pulls the cord, the crowd 
cheers, the sleek hounds lay back their ears, 
hug the ground, and side by side they dart 
like a flash of light upon poor puss. Instantly 
the stewards cry “ H alt,” and every specta­ 
tor must then stand fast and watch the race 
as best he can—and at this (mint opera glasses 
come into excellent use. 
The judges dash off 
after the hounds or they follow the hare, 
which turns right and left and doubles and 
circles on its course ufftil at last the fl. eter 
pursuers pounce upon it and it meets its 
death. Tue excellence of the running is not 
determined by the success of a hound in 
making a “ kill,” but depends upon the 
“ points ” made, and these are credited 
according to the number of times a dog 
turns» or 
swerves 
the 
hare 
froui 
its 
course, a square 
turn 
being 
a point, 
and a lesser turn a half point, etc., and it 
also slepeuds upon the manner in which the 
dogs run, whether one “ helps” another by 
speedy “ action ” and upon other things which 
are quite too technical for explanation now. 
The courring yesterday was admirable, the 
sfieed exceedingly fine, the hares plenty and 
requiring only a few hundred yards’ travel 
beture discovery, and no “ ru n ” was at any 
time out of sight of the spectators, ami no 
course exceeded a half or three-quarters of a 
mile before “ a kill” was made. 
The President being absent until 11 A. M., 
Robert Allen, Vice-Pre.-ident, acted. 
In 
cases where Mr. Alleu, who was also a judge, 
was interested, Mr. Harris and Mr. Beals 
acted. At 11 o’clock A. Manning, President 
of the Club, arrived and took charge. A. S. 
Woods, Secretary; Joseph Powers, Robert 
Allen, T. Joaes, Judges; P. Kelly and Rob­ 
ert O. Mullane, Slippers, and the regular 
field stewards of the Club managed the cours 
ing, and conducted it in a way which secured 
success aud made the occasion an orderly and 
enjoyable one. 
There was the usual amount 
of grumbling by dissatisfied and uninterested 
people, but the judges were firm and the 
rulings positive, and despite the loud talk 
now and then the matches were run off in 
such a manner as to lead o'.d sportsmen to the 
verdict that it was the finest day’s coursing 
ever had in the country. The matches were 
as follows; 

Lena, and E. Al­ 
len’s bd. b. T annie. A long run, and 
chased into a culvert. Race to Fannie.

The 
latter made the “ kill ” and went over a four- 
foot fence in a splendid leap that drew cheers, 
whereas Pride balked at the fence, but hav­ 
ing made the most points the race was given 
to her. 

Susie ran a bye with 
Bolivar, her match, Ttinstead’s Marin for­ 
feiting. The pup was not able to help Susie 
much. She won in a handsome run and a 
quick capture of the hare

MINING DEBRIS. 


Legislative Excursion to Marysville and 
Other Points to Investigate the Subject. 


The method of gaining information for 
legislative action upon the subject of debris, 
by the members proceeding in a body to the 
grounds at Marysville and along the rivers in 
that vicinity, was yesterday successfully car­ 
ried out, and to the satisfaction of all con­ 
cerned. The special train for this purpose 
left Sacramento at 8:45 a. m., with three cars, 
which were filled to their full capacity with 
members and ladies, legislative attaches, rep­ 
resentatives of the press and others. There 
were seventy members of the Legislature that 
participated in the trip, as follows : Senators 
West, Nye, Ryan, Hill, Chase, Carlock, 
Burt, Conger, Johnston, Moreland, Zuck, 
Davi«, Watson, Hudson and Anderson.

State Engineer William 
II. Hall also accompanied the party, by re­ 
quest, to give information as to location of 
the main dam proposed to be constructed 
upon the Yuba river, and other matters con­ 
nected with the debris subject. 
Upon arriving at the Bear river, twelve 
miles this side of 
Marysville, the train 
stopped upon the bridge and an inspection 
was made of the condition of the stream and 
the adjacent lands destroyed by the debris. 
The water at this point of the river had the 
appearance of thin mud, and a rolling, wave­ 
like action of the water in the central por­ 
tion of the stream was said to be caused by 
cross reefs of sand moving down with the 
current, but which, from its greater weight 
and slow, shifting movement, produced those 
wave troughs of a foot or inore in depth upon 
the surface. The channel of the river is held 
within levees, rnd the bed is about five feet 
above the adjacent lands. The former rich 
alluvial lands along this stream, ranging 
from one to three miles wide, and worth only 
a few years since from two to three hundred 
dollars per acre are now 
worthless and 
abandoned, from the overflow of deposits, 
aud nearly all of which ate past all hope of 
reclamation. The railroad track has within 
the past few years been two or three times 
raised on piles to kept the track above the in­ 
creasing altitude of the river. 
The location 
of the bridge has also had to be changed by 
reason of the river having left its bed and 
fouud another course. The Keyes ran oh, in 
relation to which the suit was brought against 
the mines, is situated about two miles below 
this point. 
After remaining a few moments in this vi­ 
cinity, the train moved on to Marysville, 
where carriages without number were waiting 
to convey the excursion party to various 
points which it was arranged should be vis­ 
ited. W ith the exception of a few remain­ 
ing in Marysville, the paity was soon trans­ 
ferred to carriages and proceeded to a point 
on the Yuba river about tea miles above the 
city, where it is proposed to construct the 
lower dam upon that river to retain the 
heavier detetriu.-, a portion of the company 
taking the left band side of the river, and the 
other the light. Commencing at Marysville, 
the tract 
of 
country passed in review, 
which were formerly the rich, alluvial bottom 
lands of the Yuba, and now ruined with 
debris, and lying betwen the levees, has a 
width of from two to two and one-half miles 
in width and running at an average of about 
that width to the site selected for the dam. 
Most of this land twenty years ago was worth 
from one to uiree hundred dollars per acre 
and thickly populated ; now it is a scene of 
vast desolation, with a level surface of sand, 
thick, muddy water, willows and cotton­ 
wood, and with no vestige of house or marks 
of former habitation. About three miles 
aliove 
the 
city 
was pointed 
out 
the 
place where 
mice 
flourished 
the 
cele­ 
brated Briggs ranch, with its vast acreage 
and yield 
of fruit, accounts of which, 
published at the time in the Eastern papers, 
were regarded as almost fabulous. 
This 
ranch, even after threatened and injured to 
some extent by the early flow of debris, sold 
for §250,006. 
Now the whole site of its best 
lands are buried from 18 to 20 feet deep, and 
the roots of cottonwoods and willows are now 
reaching down towards the tops of the former 
peach and pear trees which stand engulfed 
far below the present surface. 
This location 
is over a mile inside of the present levee, and 
the channel of the river, which was originally 
beyond this orchard, has changed, and now 
runs 
altmg 
the 
side 
of 
the 
levee, 
inore than a mile from its former loca­ 
tion, and upon what was then considered 
as high plain lands, and nothing but the 
levee retains it in its present course, as it is 
several feet higher already than the plains 
outside the levee. 
The place proposed for the dam referred to 
is at lie Guerre Point, where a curve in the 
right bank of the river narrows its width to 
about a mile, with a high point upon the 
west side of about fifty feet, and much 
higher on the opposite bank. 
The two points 
are not immediately opposite, which will 
cause the dam to stand at an angle across'the 
river 
of 
about 
thirty 
degrees. 
Both 
points are rocky, and the east one has ample 
supply of stone to make the 
structure. 
Between these bluffs in the valley once lay 
the regular stage route from Marysville to 
mining towns on the upper Yuba. Now only 
the limbs of the largest trees extend above 
tlie debris to mark the location of trunks and 
roots sixty feet beneath. 
The company that went up the left side of 
the river went as far as Siiiart-ville, on the 
way to which place, near Timbuctco, was 
pointed out a place in the valley u here in 
early mining times was a large fruit orchard 
and vineyard, and which is now ninety feet 
under the present bed of the river, aud six 
miles above the debris was Been accumulated 
to the depth of 120 feet. 
Upon arriving at Smartsville they were 
served at hotels and private bouses with 
bountiful refreshments, which were well ap­ 
preciated after the long ride. 
After dinner 
the company returned to Marysville, arriving 
about quarter to 8 o’clock. The party whicli 
took the other side of the river returned to 
Marysville in the afternoon, arriving at about 
3 o’clock ; and after enjoying an ample and 
well-relished dinner at the Western, again 
took carriages and went across Feather 
river into Sutter county. 
After following 
about five miles along the right levee of that 
river below Yuba City, where thousands of 
acres of fine land have recently been aban­ 
doned to the debris, the return to the city 
was made by a circuit through some of the 
rich lands of Sutter county, which were 
greatly admired by the visitors, but which 
they were reminded Would also soon be given 
up to destruction of debris unless some effect­ 
ive actiou is takem jo remedy the present 
evils. 
A t the foot of D street in Marysville, where 
in 1852 the low-water mark was thirty feet 
below the level of the street, is now filled to 
a depth of twenty-five feet. The main sewer 
of the city, built about fifteen years ago, 
emptied into the Yuba river at this (dace, the 
bottom of which was ten feet above the 
bed 
of the river, 
and now 
the 
river 
bed is some fourteen feet above the bot­ 
tom of the sewer, leaving the city with 
out sewerage, and with only a defective drain­ 
age into a slough inside the city levee, where 
it is impounded until a low stage of water in 
the Feather river, when a gate is opened and 
a portion of it flows into that river. 
Last 
season the accumulation of water in the city 
from this drainage was so great in the lower 
part of the city that a small levee was made 
across a portion of the overflowed section, and 
the water pumped out over this levee, where 
it remained uutil past the middle of the sum­ 
mer before the Feather river got low enough 
to permit of its discharge in this direction. 
Twenty years ago the assessable property of 
Marysville was over $4,000,003, and now, 
from damage and depression from the debris, 
it is less than $2,000,000. 
Having completed the investigation in­ 
tended by the excursionists, the cars were 
again taken a little before 8, and reached Sac­ 
ramento about 10 r. si., all beeming well satis­ 
fied with the trip, that its results would be to 
stimulate early legislative action looking to a 
restraint of the present destruction from de­ 
bí is.

His argument is, th at the dry air of Amer­ 
ica possesses both curative and preventive 
qualities of great value, and th at moist 
air, which promotes vegetable growth, is, 
on sanitary grounds, not desirable for 
breathing. 
Ho states th at the dew point 
is far below the freezing point in well 
warmed and ventilated rooms, where there 
is nothing of th at sensation of dryness 
which is usually held to accompany the 
heat of a furnace, when not supplied with 
w ater for evaporation. Again, new houses, 
th at aro accounted unhealthy in Europe, 
are not so in America, and -gas burned in 
rooms produces much less unpleasant ef­ 
fects in America than in England; what is 
needed is an equality in relative humidity 
between the interior and exterior air—thus, 
if the outer tem perature be 0, and relative 
humidity 40 per cent., and the interior 
tem perature be 70°, the interior humidity 
ought to be raised to 70°, by adding a little 
water.

iffair* at th e National Capital. 
W a s h in g to n , March 27th.—Horace Davis 
to-day procured au order from the Hou*e of 
Representatives to print Colonel Mendeil's 
report on the debris question, which was re­ 
ceived from the Secretary of W ar yesterday. 
Berry expects that the Mining Committee 
•will be reached in the call for re|iorts early 
next week, and he will then be ready to re­ 
port the bill on this subject, which was de­ 
scribed in last night's dispatches. 
E x -C o n yreasman Luttrell returned here to­ 
day for tiie purpose of endeavoring to obtain 
a patent for the Stonewall Jackson mine, iu 
.Arizona. There is some difficulty in the mat­ 
ter, on account of allegations that the mine 
is within the boundaries of an Indian reserva­ 
tion. 
Information received at the State Depart­ 
ment from Peru contradicts in the most posi­ 
tive terms Mrs. Christiancy’s statement of 
what occurred there between herself and her 
husband. The information does not come 
from him, directly or Indirectly, but from 
residents of Peru, some of whom knew of the 
family only by reputation. 
Ex-Senator Conover, who is a special 
Treasury agent, leaves for Florida to-night, 
charged with the duty of getting up a Sher­ 
man delegation from his State to the Chicago 
Convention. 
Ex-Congressman Morton C. Hunter, who 
is the leading Republican candidate for Gov­ 
ernor of Indiana, and who has made a thor­ 
ough canvass of the State, says that the 
delegatiou from Indiana has no Grant men in 
i t ; the delegates are divided between Blaine 
and Sherman.

P ro ceed in g » In th e El «use. o f R e p re s e n ta ­ 
tiv e* . 
W ashington, March 27th.—Scales, Chair­ 
man of the Committee on Indian Affairs, re­ 
ported back the resolution as to any frauds 
and corrupt practices on the part of any em­ 
ployes of the Iodian service since the 1st of 
July, 1877. Adopted. 
Also, the resolution calling on the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior for a copy of the testi­ 
mony taken by Generals Hatch and Adams 
touching the late U te outbreak. Adopted. 
F. Wood, Chairman of the Committee of 
Ways and Means, reported back the resolu­ 
tion calling on the Secretary of the Treasury 
for a detailed statement of the amount of 
bonds purchased by the Treasury between the 
1st of January, 1844, and the 1st of January, 
1859, setting forth the date and amount of 
each purchase, and the rate of iuterest borne 
by the boDds. 
The House went into Committee of the 
Whole on the Consular Appropriation bill. 
Blackburn opposed the bill in its present 
shape. 
He desired the consular service en­ 
larged, but not by aping royalty and enlarg­ 
ing the present cost of the eutire service. 
Robeson asserted that the American diplo­ 
matic service has been as respectable and 
creditable as any the yvorld ever saw, and 
contributed to American progress. 
He re­ 
ferred to the eminent services of Mr. Wash- 
Purne during the Franco-l'rusaian war, and 
paid him an eloquent tribute for being the 
eole representative of Christian civilization 
amid scenes of war and peril. 
Townshend thought the necessity for diplo­ 
matic service had entirely passed. 
Monroe instanced the creditable services of 
Schenck. 
Fending a vote the House adjourned. 
Leakage at W ashington. 
'Tsw Y ork, March 27th—The Herald's 
•Vashington special says: I t is understood 
.hat the Chief Justice will lay before the 
other Judges a letter which has been banded 
him bv a trieud, in which complaint is made 
ay a .sew York banker that the decision of 
the Court in regard to the Missouri-Pacific 
Railroad case, which was made public on 
Monday, was known on Wall street as early 
as the Friday before. The letter was written 
on Saturday, the 29th, an l the following pas­ 
sage in it has attracted the attention of the 
Chief Justice : “ I understand that the do- 
ci-ion in the Misáo'iri-Faciñc case will be ren­ 
dered on Monday. 
It is confidently stated 
here what the decision will he, and the news 
conies from such a source that I can ftardly 
doubt its authenticity. 
I wonder who is 
leakingin Washington?’’ It is supposed here 
that there has been eavesdropping by some 
one who lias access to the neighborhood of 
the consultation or retiring rooms of the 
Court, hut the matter will doubtless be 
quietly but strictly looked into by the Court 
and its officers. 
National Aid for M il.tln Recom iurndftl. 
W a sh in g to n , March 27th.—The sub-com­ 
mittee of the House Committee on Militia 
have agreed to a report on the subject of re­ 
organizing the militia. 
It urges the import­ 
ance of national legislation, and states that 
without interfering with the control of the 
States over the militia, the Federal Govern­ 
ment should take action in the nature of co­ 
operation, and should make sufficieut annual 
appropriations for arming and equipping the 
militia aud pay the men lor their service dur­ 
ing the prescribed periods of annual encamp­ 
ment and drill.
